According to a dispatch from 
Ottawa, youth crime increased fifty 
per cent during 1937 as against 1936. 

Where there is an effect there must 
be a cause. 

There is absolutely no use sitting 
round and condemning juvenile de- 
linquency which is increasing at such 
a startling rate without giving some 
thought to the cause. To anyone who 
studies the situation the cause is 
obvious and can be traced to the lack 
of employment. 

Scanning the industrial field, what 
is the situation. It is estimated that 
in Canada there are 200,000 young 
men between eighteen years of age 
and twenty-five who cannot find 
anything to do. This number in- 
cludes many university graduates. 
There is an old saying that “Satan 
finds mischief for idle hands to do.” 

There is only one solution to the 
ever-increasing youth crime and that 
is to adjust our economic system in 
such a way that youth can find use- 
ful employment at wages in accor- 
dance with a Canadian standard of 
living. It is but a waste of time de- 
ploring the increase in juvenile 
delinquency unless something con- 
structive is done about it. What is 
necessary is to remove the cause. So 
long as the present condition exists 
crime is bound to be on the increase. 

The best tonic for the individual 


and society as a whole is good,

Director “The Crop Testing Plan” 
“My farm is in an area where 

rainfall is none too sure, and now 
and again we have a crop failure 
because of drought. There is no 
chance on my place of making a dam 
or of providing irrigation. If I could 


only find some way of growing each | 900,000 bushels. 


year enough grain for seed and feed, 
I believe I could get along.” 

This is a statement which I have 
frequently heard from farmers dur- 
ing the recent drought years; but 
there is a plan which I have often 
suggested for use in drought areas 
that I have tried myself, and which 
works well. 

I recommend a certain number of 
acres each year to be double sum- 
This means that the 


fallow, or black, without producing a 
crop, for two years instead of the 
one year usual for summerfallow. In 
this way two whole years of rainfall 
will be accumulated, and under the 
worst conditions of drought I have 
found that a fair and usually a good 
crop is harvested. 

The loss of.a few acres for one 
year is a splendid insurance for the 
seed and feed supply that so many 


|farmers are worried about.

WHEAT PROSPECTS 
IN AUSTRALIA 


Wheat crops are now sufficiently 
advanced to make reasonable estim- 
ates of the coming harvest. Indica- 
tions are that West Australia and 
South Australia will each yield 
30,000,000 bushels. Crops in the 
north and worthwest of New South 
Wales are yielding better than had 
been expected, and this state should 
produce between 46,000,000 to 50,- 
Queensland harvest 
should be about 70,000,000 bushels. 
Provided cool weather and rains ar- 
rive shortly, the yield in the state of 
Victoria should be between 16,000,- 


000 and 17,000,000 bushels; but if the | 


rain does not fall the crop in that 
state may not exceed 
bushels, as compared with an aver- 
age of 41,288,000 bushels during the 
last ten years. 

These figures indicate an aggregate 
crop of about 129,000,000 bushels, 
but, the Canadian Trade Commis- 
sioner points out, the great variation 
in conditions throughout the different 


sections of the wheat belts makes an | 


accurate estimate impossible. For 
purposes of comparison, the annual 
yield in Australia for each of the 
last six seasons was: 1932-33, .213,- 
926,981 bushels; 1933-34, 177,337,803 
bushels; 1934-35, 133,393,232 bushels; 
1935-36, 144,217,769 bushels; 1936-37 
151,389,952 bushels; 1937-38, 
795,000 bushels.

Contact with other camera fans 
helps each member, for there ie al- 
ways something new to be learned. 

In the club, one member may 
know a great deal about taking snap- 
shots at night. He can advise others 
on Nghting, film and exposure for 
sight snapshots. Another member 
may owa @ uinfature camera, and 
specialize in “off-guard” snaps or 
iuman-interest pictures of children 
it play. Still another may know 
something about sports pictures, or 
flower pictures. Thus, each member 
an contribute some knowledge 

vhich will help all the others make 
vetter snapshots. 

So popular and practical are cam- 
era clubs that, fn the past few years, 


several thousand have organized on 
this continent alone. Someclubs have 
hundreds of members; others, only 
four or five. But no matter how 
small, the club is of value. In many 
instances, the camera club is part of 
a larger group, such as a Boy Scout 
troop or woman’s club. Often, the 
club is able to have regular meeting 
rooms, and members “chip in” to fit 
out a darkroom with better equip- 
ment than each could afford by him- 
self. 

Organization of the club is quite 
simple. Camera fans simply get to- 
gether, arrange for regular meet- 
ings, and plan a series of programe. 
Literature and suggestions for pro- 
gram materia! are obtained from va- 
rious sources—often from manufac- 
turers of cameras and film, who have 
special departments to supply such 
material without charge for club 
use. Picture exhibitions or “criti- 
cism nights” ave usually planned. 
and whenever possible, tours, hikes. 
or other special picture jaunts are 
arranged. '/nder the stimulus of 
these activities, it is small wonder 
that pictures improve, and the snap- 
shooter gets more fun and benefit 
from his camera hobby!

Let us enjoy poetry while we are 
making a study of it, just as some of 
us enjoy the use of a car while pay- 
ing for it. 

‘The above lines are the first verse 
of a poem by Woodsworth, entitled, 
“Ode on Intumations of Immortality 
from Recollections of Early Chnild- 
hood.” 1 regret that, for lack of 
space it is not convenient to print 
tne entire poem; but it may be tound 
in Volume 1 of Tne Golden Treasury, 
or included in many other good 
selecuons of poems. Here is poetry 
in one of its higner forms, and shoula 
make a speciat appeal to parents and 
ali lovers of chiidren as well as to 
those whe have the ability and in- 
clination to retlect—though for only 
brief moments—on the “deeper” 
things of lite. For best results its 
stuay should be attempted only when 
the toil and cares of the day are 
ended, and we find ourselves in that 
State of pnysical and mental relaxa- 
tion mogt conducive to deep thougnt 
and meditation. 

And so, having furnished the best 
setting for our study, how are we 
now to proceed in order to reap the 
greatest benefits from it? First of 
all read the whole poem through 
very slowly; for this type of poem 
denotes expression in a very highly 
concentrated form, and we must par- 
take of it very slowly in order to 
realize its full significance. Now, 
having read it exactly as in the man- 
ner prescribed, we may be forced 
either to the admission that we can- 
not make “head or tail” of it or that 
we only v dimly understand what 
the poet is ving at. In either case 
let us not give up, for in all our past 
experience was there ever any good 
thing that had not to be striven for? 


There are two ways in which we 
can now proceed: We can either read 
it through again and again or we can 
take three or four lines at a time 
until little by little the seemingly 
obscure passages will be made plain 
and at last the whole beautiful 
thought in the poet’s mind will stand 
revealed, just as a beautiful land- 
scape stands revealed when the mist 
has rolled away. And now we 
realize that not only has the poet 
given ression to a very beautiful 
pea ut—most wonderful thing! 
—it a thought we have had in our 
own mind meny times also—vague, 
but nevertheless real. The poet has 
actually expressed our own thoughts. 

For a new and delightful thrill let 
us go and eavesdrop on some little 
children at play. Listen to their talk: 
listen, not idly, but with purpose; and 
it will come as a revelation that they 
are the most interesting little crea- 
tures imaginable: a never-ending 
source of wonder and delight. 


spiritual 
source from whence all this beauty 
had sprung. And so, watching her, 
I have myself caught a glimpse of 
that “immortal sea” the poet writes 
of; the sea on which this little maid 
can apparently go voyaging at any | 

e. 

For the same teason also I often 
wonder if some grown-ups are able 
to retain the vision longer than' 
others, or are able to obtain sight 
of the “immortal sea” more often. | 
It is quite conceivable that our own 
beloved western poet, Edna Jaques, | 
of whom I hope to have the oppor- | 
tunity of saying much more later on, | 
enjoys this vision to a marked de- | 
gree. 

On reading the whole poem it will 
be noticed how Wordsworth describes 
the tading of the vision or the dim- 
ming of tne glory with the passing 
of tne years. This prompts a new 
thought: Who knows what visions 
from the realms beyond are still 
iresn in the memory of the babe of a 
few weeks old, and expressed in the 
lirst gurgie or chuckle. Clearly this 
expression of joy was not associated 
with anything in his material know- 
edge or conception, for the mother 
who rushes to his cot and seeks to 
prolong this expression of joy is 
likely to be met with a blank stare. 
What does this mere motal know of 
such nearness to immortality? Is it 
not logical to suppose that these 
Visions are growing dimmer with 
every passing year, and it is only 
when the child has attained several 
years of growth that, though still 
partaking of the divine, they are 
nevertheless reduced to a level that 
we ourselves can comprehend? 


“Heaven lies about us in our infancy, 
Shades of the prison house begin to 


close 
Upon the growing boy, 
But he beholds the light, and 


whence it flows, 
He sees it in his joy; 
The youth, who daily farther trom 
the east 
Must travel, still is nature’s 
And by the vision splendi 
Is on his way attended; 
At length the Man perceives it die

What a great lover of children was 
this poet Wordsworth! And what 
great capability he had of seeing the 
glory in them, and making it possible 
by his great power of expression for 
us to enjoy these visions with him!

Ye to each other make”;— 

And again when addressing him- 
self to the individual child he en- 
raptures:— 

“Thou, whose exterior resemblance 
doth belie 

Thy soul’s immensity.” 


He could see deeper and far be- 
yond the externals of mud-streaked 
little faces or grubby little finger- 
nails, which, like stray wisps of 
clouds, cannot hope to dim the sun- 
light.

meaningless little phrases and ex- 
clamations, and you will realize that 
there is a depth of meaning behind 
them. Take not too seriously the 
occasional profane expression; it is 
only a part of that “endless imitation” 
mentioned in the poem and needs no 
comment. Watch them as they show 
each other their priceless treasures,— 
a crumpled flower, a piece of gaudy 
colored paper, a broken knife blade 
or a handful of marbles. Far greater 
is the thrill the little fellow gets out 
of his ten-cent car with only three 
wheels than we get from our 
thousand-dollar product. His little 
toy train becomes, in his imagina- 
tion, a magnificent passenger train 
thundering through mountain passes. 
How dear to her heart is the little 
girl’s broken doll. Again, watch 
them as they fly from one delight to 
another, lingering not too long at any 
one. Life is so full of thrills. There 
are so many simple things 
clothed in celestial garments. They 
must flit from thrill to thrill, as the 
honey-bee flits from flower to 
flower without having completely 
exhausted each one of its load of 
nectar. It is as if they realized that, 
although these things will be with 
them through life, the glory that sur- 
rounds them will be gone: back to 
those glorious realms from whence 
it came; and therefore must they 
snatch a portion of this glory from 
each while opportunity offers. 

I sometimes wonder if it is right 
to speak of the “illusions” of child- 
hood.

Its upper 
branches guard and protect other 
tiny and wonderful creatures, and 
stretch far upwards into a delightful 
lard of make-believe where elves 
and fairies live in beautiful palaces. 

We must believe that all children 
have this “vision,” but I sometimes 
wonder if some have it in a more 
intensified form than others. Among 
my acquaintances is a little girl of 
tender years who, when at p)ay with 
others of her kind, is a very imp of 
mischief. At such times words and 
phrases of a shocking nature fall 
from her lips; sometimes to the great 
embarrassment of older

Producers of hogs in Canada 
are reminded that the increase in 
the number of over-finished and 
overweight hogs now being mark- 
eted is creating a very serious and 
acute problem in the export bacon 
and domestic pork trade. Farm- 
ers are therefore strongly advised 
to refrain from overfinishing and 
to endeavor to market their hogs 
before reaching a weight of 230 
pounds at the farm, 


HOG MARKETING WILL BE 
HIGHER DURING THIS YEAR 
“The output of hogs during 19309 


will show an appreciable increase over 
that of 1938," according to the Agri- 
cultural Situation and Outlook for 


1939, issued by the Dominion Dovart- | 


ments of Agriculture and Trade and 
Commerce. The prospective increase 
is the result of the favourable ratio 
between hog prices and feed prices 
during the past several months. “With 
comparatively low feed prices likely to 
be maintained through the 1038-39 
crop year, it is expected that hog num- 
bers and hog marketings in Canada 
will increase,’ states the report. It is 
anticipated that the increase will be 
most pronounced in western Canad 
where the sharpest reductions occurred 
in 1938S due to adverse feed supplies. 
The main increase in marketings is 2x- 
pected in the latter half of 1939, al- 
though some increases in Albert4, 
Manitoba and Ontario will probably 
occur earlier in the year. 

Hog prices are not expected to re- 
flect fully the increased tmarketings 
because of the improved consumer de- 
mand in Canada and a _ possible in- 
crease in exports. “Prices, however, 
should be relatively more_ favorable 
from January to June, 1939, than in 


the latter half of the year,’ according 
to the Outlook report.

AIRPLANES AND WIRELESS 
GREAT AID TO TRAPPERS 


Canada's oldest business——trappin< 


has been “streamlined” through use 
of the aeroplane and wireless. The 
swift drama of modern methods has 
replaced the picturesqueness of the 
canoe and portage. 

The majority of the estimated 300 


to 400 trappers operating in the N. W 
T. and remote Northern regions of 
British Columbia, Alberta and Saskat- 
chewan now take full advantage t 
commercial aviation and widespread 
radio facilities of the Roya! Canadian 
Corps of Signals. 

Each fall Edmonton 
aviation firms carry north 
trappers, their dogs, canoes, traps and 
provisions. Throughout the winter 
aeroplanes call at the trappers’ cabins 
or the nearest post and freight the 
furs to market. In the spring the 
modern Coureur de Bois are whisked 
from the loneliness of their trap lines 
to civilization in a few hours. 

Besides eliminating many weeks on 
the trail to and from the _ trapping 
ground, the aeroplane enables tranp- 
pers to locate new ground quickly 
after old lines have been “trapped 
out.’ 

The plane also makes possible «< 
ploration of good territory former!y 
too remote for econmical fur-catching 
and avoids the danger of losing furs 
in hazardous trips on swift running 
rivers in the spring and allows mar- 
keting of furs in prime condition, when 
they bring the highest prices.

2 tablespoons butter 

Salt (if needed) 

Flake the codfish very fine and par- 
boil. Drain. Add to mashed potatoes 
and mix in the pimiento. This may 
be omitted if desired, but it adds a 
touch of color and a spice of flavor 
that makes the dish outstanding. Add 
the milk and beaten eggs and butter. 
Beat until very light. Season well 
with pepper and taste, for the mixture 
may need a little salt. Grease a bak- 
ing dish and fill with the mixture. 
Bake in a moderate (350F) oven for 
twenty minutes. 

This makes a splendid main dish. It 
should be accompanied by a green 
vegetable, and some of those sour 
mixed pickles you put up a while back.
